The amount of esh in ordinary coal 
may vary from 10 to 30 per cent., but, 
at allevents, the engineer should see that 
the combustible is not wasted by falling 
through the grate when it is possible to pre- 
vent it. 

A very important item is the quality of 
the steam supplied by the boiler ; that is the 
amount of moisture in it. This cannot be 
determined by instruments in so simple a 
test as this, but it can be got at closely by a 
careful and attentive engineer, simply by 
observation of the steam at the gauge cocks. 
The amount of water thrown out of the ex- 
haust pipe from the engine is not a reliable 
thing to go by, as water at that point may 
be caused by excessive condensation in the 
engine cylinder. 

The only troublesome item to find is the 
amount of water which is pumped to the 
boilers. In many instances a meter might 
be used to register this; and as meters 
which work very satisfactorily can be had 
in the market, and when in good order reg- 
ister to within a small per cent. of error, 
they will answer the purpose desired. If 
this method is used the meter should be 
guaranteed, and known to work very fine 
by testing it. The only perfectly accurate 
method of finding the weight of the water 
pumped would be by a barrel and scales ; 
running the water to the barrel, weighing 
it, and then running it thence to a tank 
from which the pump suction can take it, 


thus keeping account of the weight of | 


water delivered to the latter and thus tothe 
boiler. 

This method calls for an arrangement of 
piping which would be too expensive in 
many places, but in others it may be easily 
done, especially if the water is taken from 
city pipes. 

In places where the feed water is deliv- 
ered to a tank, and the pump or injector 


takes it from there, no scales or weighing | 


are necessary, as the weight can be figured 
from the cubic capacity of the tank ; that is, 
if the tank is large enough to supply all of 


the water needed for four or five hours, | 


without refilling. The meter is, however, 
recommended as the best means of finding 
the amount of water delivered, as far as 
these tests are concerned. No plant is com- 
plete without one, and in modern con- 
struction meters are being used exten- 
Sively. 


The temperature of the water as it is fed | 
to the boiler can be had close enough for the | 


purpose by packing a thermometer bulb 
against the delivery pipe, care being taken 
toread it often. As with the usual steam 
pressures and temperature of water at its 
source of supply, about 10 per cent. of the 
fuel can be saved by the use of a good and 
well proportioned exhaust steam heater. It 
's of great importance to have the plant 
provided with such a heater, and by a good 
one is meant one which will bring the feed 


water up to at least 175°, that is assuming | 


that the temperature of the water at its 
Source of supply is about 50° or 60°.

The amount of ash in the coal is not called 
for in this sheet as an element of the test, but 
simply as a record of the quality of the coal 
used at various times when tests are made. 


It is not the object of these tests to find the as 


water evaporated per pound of combustible, 
but simply what is evaporated in ordinary 
practice, using such coal as commonly 
bought. Of course if there is an undue 
amount of ashes in any lot of coal, this 


must be taken into account, and the water <’ 


evaporated per pound of combustible must 
be found, in order to be duly fair with the 
boilers. 

The final result of the test is simply to 
divide the number of pounds of water evap- 
orated per hour by the number of pounds 
of coal burned per hour. As was mentioned 
in the first part of this paper, the tests are 
simple and can be easily made, and there is 
no reason why a good engineer should not 
be able to make them and arrive at reliable 
results. It is certainly for the interest of 
the owners of steam power to know whether 
their power is developed economically, or 
whether it is costing them 20 per cent. more 
than it should, and when these tests can be 
made at no expense, three, four or five times 
| a year, or as circumstances require, it would 
be good management to demand them and 
have them carried out carefully and system- 
atically, the records being kept for special 
reference as to the various lots of coal 
bought from time to time, the amount of 
| ash, &c. 

Now, as to the results of tests. There is 
probably no question that the water tube 
boiler is at the head of the list as far as 
economy of coal is concerned, and can be 
expected to give the highest water evapora- 
tion. As to the common cylindrical tubular 
boiler, if an evaporation of 7 pounds of 
water per pound of coal is not reached there 
is something tremendously wrong. Prob- 
ably there are vast numbers of boilers which 
are not coming up above this figure, but 
| nevertheless there is something very far 
| out of the way with those which do not, 
| and money is being wasted through them 
| by the thousands of dollars. 

A water evaporation of at least 74 pounds 

should be expected from the common forms 

| of boilers, and 8 pounds would be nearer 

| what they should give. There may be some 

| instances of the common type of boiler 

| working better than this last figure, but 
they are very few. 

Suppose that a certain boiler is evaporat- 
ing 63, pounds of water, when if it was 
running in proper condition and properly 
handled it would give 74% pounds. There 
is then a loss of about 13 per cent. of the 
coal used. . Taking a plant of 300 horse 
power, non-condensing, which is using 5 
tons of coal a day, at $4 per tori would give 
a yearly expense of $6,000. Now, 13 per 
cent. of this as a yearly loss would be $780, 
| and during the life of the boilers would 


| amount to about $15,000, which is an item 
fairly worth saving. 

It is much to be regretted that so great a 
number of boilers of low evaporative ca- 
pacity are in use, and that money is thrown 
away through them to such an extent, 
without any apparent consideration of the 
subject.

Apparatus for Regaining Sul- 
phurous Acid. 





This invention relates to an improved 
process of regaining the sulphurous acid 
gases which go to waste in the sulphite 
process, so that a considerable saving in sul- 
phur is produced, a more concentrated cook- 
ing liquor is obtained and the temperature 
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of the liquor raised, and the time of cooking 
is considerably shortened. The sulphurous 
acid is recovered from the gases in the 
digester after the cooking process is com- 
pleted by conducting the gases from the 
digester into the liquor which is to be 
used for cooking the next charge of wood 
and absorbing the sulphurous acid con- 
tained therein, so that the strength of the 
cooking liquor and its temperature are in- 
creased and the liquor rendered more effec- 
tive for the cooking process. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of an apparatus 
for carrying out the process; Fig. 2 is a 
horizontal section of the same, on line 2 2, 
Fig. 1. 

After the ‘‘ cooking” of the wood is 


completed the gases are conducted into a | 


lead lined tank, A, into which the cooking 
liquor is placed. The tank A is closed at 
the top and provided at its centre with a 
pipe, a, which extends nearly to the bottom 
of the tank, and that is provided at the 
lower end with perforations for the escape 
of the gases which percolate through the 
liquor in the tank and are absorbed thereby. 
A second pipe, 4, terminates near the top of 
the tank and is used for charging the latter 


with the liquor, while a smaller pipe, ¢, at | 


the top permits the escape of air from the 
tank during the filling. The tank A is 
further provided with gauges, g, for indi- 
cating the level of the charge in the tank, 
and with testing faucets, /, for drawing off 
small quantities of the liquor. 
of the tank A are supported by means of 
upright timbers, ¢, and transverse bolts, ¢’, 
which pass through them, as shown in Fig. 
2 and in dotted lines in Fig. 1. 

At the lower end of the tank A is ar-

ranged a manhole, /, and a valved outlet 
pipe, 7, through which the liquor is conducted 
to the digester. The gases are conducted 
from the digester to the supply pipe @ into 
the lower part of the tank A, in which the 
liquor for cooking the next charge of wood 
is placed; they are forced under pressure 
into the tank A and percolated through the 
liquor, so that the entire quantity of sul- 
phurous acid thus supplied is absorbed by 
the liquor in the tank A, which liquor is 
thereby strengthened so as to be enriched 
in acid, the increase being nearly 1.5° 
Baumé. The cooking liquor contains now 
about 3.42 per cent. free and 1.99 per cent. 
sulphurous acid combined with lime, to- 
gether 5.41 per cent., which corresponds to 
about 27.5 kilogs. sulphur in one cubic me- 
ter of liquor. The consumption of sulphur 
per ton of cellulose is decreased from 181 
kilogs. to 157.4, while by the heating of the 
cooking liquor from 15° to 60° centigrade 
the consumption of coal is reduced from 558 
kilogs. to 394 kilogs. per ton. By this proc- 
ess the time of cooking of the charge of 
wood is shortened, owing to the tempera- 
ture of the cooking liquor being thus raised, 
a considerable saving in sulphur and fuel 
produced, and a whiter fibre or cellulose ob- 
tained.

Is the Patent Valid? 





[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL]. 


In view of the attention which is now 
being given by the paper trade to all prec- 
esses directly or indirectly bearing on the 
production of wood cellulose for papermak- 
ing and other purposes, also to a smaller ex- 
tent to those bearing on the manufacture of 
useful byproducts, it seems remarkable 
that so little investigation is usually given 
to the validity of the so-called patents on 
which are based the claims to existence of 
more than one stock company. Few out- 
side of those whose business compels them 
to make investigations on the history of in- 
ventions and searches into American and 
foreign patent records have any approxi- 
mately correct idea of how difficult it is to 
establish the priority of a patent when as- 
sailed in the courts of law, and how easy it 
is to antedate most patents, particularly 
chemical, and the more so if bearing upon 
alleged improvements in industrial processes 
or manufacturing plants. In the columns 
of THe Journat reference has been made 
several times of late to various processes 
for the purification of waste liquors from 
sulphite mills and in connection therewith 
to the sizing of paper with products there- 
from. 

The question of whether any of the pa- 
| tents referred to are worth any more than 
the value of the paper and ink used in their 
preparation is interesting if looked into con- 
jointly from the legal and the historical 
point of view. I now refer of course to the 
matter of patents as a medium for extract- 
ing license fees from those willing to use 
them and pay for their use of the same, as 
it is well known that many valuable inven- 
|tions and improvements in the industrial 
| arts are made by applying well-known prin- 
ciples and modifying well-known plant in a 
way to produce the improved result aimed 
at, and still preclude the inventor from ob- 
taining a valid patent. In cases such as 
these the favorite method of forming a 
stock company to develop the patents is not 
applicable, and in place of selling stock and 
licenses shrewd commercial management 
has to take the place of the quasi-protection 
| to the interest involved granted by a patent. 

This is a species of protection the value 
of which cannot be gauged until the patents 
have triumphantly passed through the 
ordeal of a suit for infringement of patent 
rights. 

A foreign contemporary deals with this 
question in a very apposite and interesting 
manner, the details of which cannot fail to 
| interest the readers of Tue JournaL. To 
make one example serve as a type of the 
whole, the patent of Eugene Bruck, which 
has been described in these columns, is se- 
| lected, and it is shown how the usually far- 
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sighted and scrupulously careful German 
patent office has this time at least made a 
great big, fine, Milesian ‘‘ bull” in granting 
this patent. The author states that the 
main object of this patented process would 
appear to be the purification of waste wash 
waters and liquors from sulphite mills on 
the large scale, and expresses a doubt 
whether the value of the materials used 
would not be greater than that of the result 
attained, supposing it to be actually at- 
tained, as described in the patent specifica- 
tion. That the contrary is not unusual will 
not be news to anybody who has ever dab- 
bled in patents. He also seems to think 
that whatever value the products obtained 
may or may not have for paper sizing, the 
process is not likely to be profitable if ap- 
plied solely for freeing waste liquors from 
free sulphurous acid and organic matter. So 
far so good ; but in an article in the Chem#- 
ker Zeitung of 1892, Mr. Bruck, after 
giving a description of his process, makes a 
claim for priority of the idea in every direc- 
tion, and this assumption of invention and 
novelty seems to have aroused our critic’s 
ire, and causes him to unburden himself 
about as follows, leaving out details useless 
to the clearness of the explanations given : 


Bruck states that the waste liquors of sul- 
phite mills, if mixed with a solution of 
leather glue, produce a ‘‘ copious milky pre- 
cipitation, due to a combination of tannin 
and gelatine,” also that on stirring this 
collects in lumps. If the supernatant liquid 


be now mixed with alum a further precipi- 


tation of the extractive matter from wood a: 


takes place, which likewise collects in 
lumps on agitation. These two precipi- 
tates are insoluble in acid solutions, but are 
easily soluble in alkaline solutions. The 
clear solution is almost colorless, and accord- 
ing to its odor would appear still to contain 
a good deal of free sulphurous acid, which, 
according to Bruck’s statements, 1s neu- 
tralized with chalk cream or else with the 
carbonate of either magnesium or barium 
made into a thin cream. The liquid so 
obtained is very slightly tinged and with- 
out any peculiar odor. Finally comes the 
statement that ‘‘the carbonate of lime is 
gradually converted into sulphite (mono- 
sulphite) of lime, which can be utilized a 
second time.” 


The following are the prior publications 
on which our foreign author bases his criti- 
cism of the validity of the patent granted 
to Bruck: On January 23, 1878, the German 
patents numbered 4,178 and 4,179 were 
granted to A. Mitscherlich, the inventor of 
the Mitscherlich process for reducing wood. 
The text of the specifications alludes to the 
fact that the waste liquors of wood, boiled 
with sulphite liquor, contain a tannic prin- 
ciple and are suitable for tanning hides. It 
is well known to any one having a very ele- 
mentary knowledge of chemistry, that tan- 
nin and similar bodies can be thrown out 
from their solution by means of gelatine. 
In Muspratt’s Chemistry (the third edition, 
of 1876, vol. III., page 111) can be found a 
detailed account of the Schling-Miiller proc- 
ess of removing tanning agents from their 
solutions by means of a solution of glue. 
Further, a statement is made that this proc- 
ess can be used for quantitative estimating 
purposes, in which case alum is used to in- 
sure complete precipitation. The same text 
book, in Volume IV., 1887, page 404 men- 
tions the chemical estimation of glue or 
gelatine, by means of a solution of tannic 
acid, and lays special stress on the fact that 
alum ought to be added first to the solution 
of gelatine or glue. 

A monograph on the Pictet-Brélaz proc- 
ess, by Cross & Bevan, dated April 5, 
1877, in referring to waste sulphite liquors, 
uses the following expressions : ‘‘ The prop- 
erty of being precipitated by glue is highly 
characteristic for these soluble derivatives.” 
Further, it.is stated that a voluminous pre- 
cipitate is formed, resembling india rubber. 
‘This tough but elastic substance proves 
to be soluble in alkalis and some alkaline 
salts.”

HOLYOKE, Mass., March 16, 1893 


Business continues fair this week with 
most of the mills. The movement issteady, 
and although in some cases manufacturers 
could handle more orders very comfortably, 
they are inclined to take what comes along 
and to view the situation cheerfully. In 
most instances the orders now coming in 
are not large, but in the aggregate make a 
fair showing. Fine writings are moving full 
as well as any of the grades, and some book 
mills are better off on orders than others, 
but there is very little complaint. It is 
thought that some of the new mills will 
have to hustle to place the product, but the 
owners do not seem to lose much sleep 
over it. 

I am told that one of the mills now in 
process of construction, has already placed 
about two-thirds of its product and the re- 
mainder is likely to be provided for before 
the machines are started. 

Some idea may be formed of the import- 
ance and extent of the paper industry in this 
city when it is stated that the nominal 
capital invested is nearly $4,000,000 and the 
actual investment is much larger than these 
figures indicate. The number of hands em- 
ployed will exceed 5,300, and the amount 
paid to them in wages each month is $1738,- 
000. The daily product is 800 tons. These 
figures show that there has been a decided 
increase in the business during the past 
twelve months. 

The new Mt. Tom Sulphite Pulp Mill is 
doing a rushing business, and is being run 
night and day to keep up with the orders. 
Last week the product reached 80 tons, 
which breaks its record. About three car 
loads are shipped each day and the bulk of 
it comes to this city. The pulp is of a 
superior quality and finds a ready market. 
This spring the company intends to erect a 
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number of cottages near the mill to be oc- 
cupied by the help. The company has been 
obliged to add to its machinery a number of 


times since the mill was started, and if busi- 


.ness continues to increase, a still further ex- 


pansion will be necessary.

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Liability of Warehousemen. 


The Court of Appeals has just handed 
down a decision which is of considerable 
importance, inasmuch as it is the first de- 
cision rendered by the highest court of the 
State determining the question whether a 


warehouseman is or is not absolutely bound | 


by a description of merchandise contained 
in his warehouse receipt. The case was 
that of Dean v. Driggs, and the facts were 
these: The defendants, in March, 1885, 
issued warehouse receipts alleging that they 
held in store, deliverable ‘‘ on return of this 
receipt and payment of storage and charges, 
1,500 barrels Portland cement.” There had 
been actually delivered to the warehouse- 
men the stated number of barrels of some- 
thing which was on each barrel described as 
Portland cement. The plaintiffs guaran- 
teed the repayment of money advanced 
upon the receipts, and testified that they 
relied in doing so upon the statement con- 
tained in the warehouse receipts that the 
defendants had received the stated number 
of barrels of Portland cement. ‘The mate- 
rial in the barrels was found, on investiga- 
tion, to be clay or mortar, and practically 
worthless, the plaintiffs were compelled to 
pay the note, and they then brought suit 
against the warehouseman to recover. 

The court examined and reviewed very 
thoroughly the decisions in other States 
and in the lower courts of this State upon 
the subject, and reached the conclusion 
that, in the circumstances, the plaintiffs 
were not entitled to a verdict, thus revers- 
ing the decision in the court below. In 


rendering its decision the Court of Appeals 


said : 

We think the language of the receipts is merely 
descriptive of the barrels which defendant re- 
ceived. 

It is meant to describe their outside appearance, 
and that they were in truth marked and repre- 
sented to be Portland cement. It cannot be that 


the language properly construed could mean | 
that the warehouseman warrantcd such contents. | 


If that were the meaning to be attributed to sucha 


statement, the warehouseman could be safe only | 
after he examined critically and cautiously the | 


contents of each box or barrel which he received. 
To do so would consume a great deal of time, and 
frequently necessitate the employment of experts 
who dealt in or were judges of the particular arti- 
cle claimed to be delivered, and they would have 
to make such an examination of the article as its 
nature demanded before an opinion could be ar- 
rived at. 

Any one at all familiar with the business of a 
warehouseman knows that he could not transact 
business ‘if he were first to examine the contents 


of each package, barrel or box of merchandise | 


which was delivered to him and so packed as to 
cover and conceal the real nature of the good deliv- 
ered. © * * 

A warehouse receipt does not differ in this re- 
spect from a bill of lading. In the one case the 


warehouseman agrees to keep, and in the other | -. 


case the carrier agrees totransport the goods which 
he receives, but fhe acknowledgment of delivery 
either to the warehouseman or to the carrier is es- 
sentially the same and the same rules govern in 


the intrepretation of the receipt. * * * 


We have seen that the character of the represent- | 


ations made by defendant was nothing more than 
that he had in fact received 1,500 barrels of what 
purported to be and was described to him as, and 
what he believed was Portland cement packed as 
such cement was usually packed and bearing the 
outward indicia of such article. There is in such 
case no room for the application of that principle 
which decrees that when one of two equally inno- 
cent persons must suffer from the fraud of a third 
that one should suffer who has enabled the third 
person to commit the fraud. 

Upon the proper construction given to the language 


of the receipt the representation contained therein | 


wastrue. If, however, the plaintiff chose to regard 


a mere description of the outward appearance of | 


property packed in barrels as a representation and 
warranty by defendant that the contents were 
actually as described in the receipt, and to advance 
money upon the faith of such alleged representa- 
tions, the fault lies wholly with the plaintiffs, who 
placed a degree of faith in the correctne ns de- 


scription which was totally unwarranted from the | 


nature of the transaction, and for which the defend- 
ant ought not to be held responsible.

The Wetting of Coal. 





The scientist asserts that there is no | 


economy to be gained by wetting coal, be- 
cause, if the water is decomposed, it will re- 
quire as much heat to effect the decomposi- 
tion as is yielded by the reunion or combus- 
tion of the gases. There would rather, he 
says, be a loss, from the fact that the steam 
or vapor into which the water would be con- 
verted, whether dissociation took place or 
not, would convey heat away on its passage 
to the stack. Onthe other hand, the man 
who is constantly handling soft coal will 
tell you that it burns better and goes further 
if judiciously moistened, and he knows it. 
An explanation has been suggested in the 
fact that wetting retards the immediate and 
violent distillation which follows the intro- 
duction of new fuel, and that under these 
circumstances decomposition takes place in 
the furnace, where the sheets get heat 
enough anyway, and the reunion or com- 
bustion of the dissociated gases takes place 
further along in their passage to the stack, 
where the heat can be better applied. In 
other words, the water, by its decomposition, 
takes heat from the furnace, and by its sub- 
sequent combustion distributes it over the 
heating surface of the boiler to better advan- 
tage than if it were concentrated under the 
fire sheet. 
Recent experiments, too, have shown that 
a considerable quantity of aqueous vapor is 
necessary to facilitate the union of furnace 
gases with the oxygen of the air, It may 
be to this fact, rather than to the extra flow 
of air induced, that the steam jet owes its 
efficiency as a smoke preventer.— Power.
